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PROCEEDINGS  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Thirty -fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  York 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  was 
held  at  the  Hospital,  corner  of  Lexington  Avenue  and 
Forty-second  Street,  November  nth,  1897. 

Mr.  William  B.  Isham  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  Mr. 
William  Church  Osborn  appointed  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the 
Report  to  the  Society  of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  by 
Virgil  P.  Gibney,  M.D.,  Surgeon  - in  - Chief,  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  Frederick  Sturges,  submitted  a state- 
ment of  his  accounts,  approved  by  the  Auditing  Committee, 
which  was  read  and  approved,  whereupon  it  was,  on  motion, 

Resolved , That  the  Annual  Report  and  the  accompanying 
reports  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  and  Treasurer  be  printed 
under  the  direction  of  a Committee,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Townsend,  Isham,  Willets,  and  Dr.  Gibney. 

The  Annual  Election  of  Officers  and  Managers  of  the 
Society  was  then  held,  and  the  following-named  persons 
recommended  by  the  Nominating  Committee  were  duly 
elected. 

No  other  business  appearing  before  the  meeting,  on 
motion  the  Society  adjourned. 

William  Church  Osborn, 

Secretary  of  the  Meeting. 
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have  had  a general  hospital  service.  A Junior  Assistant  is  appointed  in 
February,  June,  and  September.  He  serves  four  months  as  Junior,  four 
as  Senior,  and  four  as  House  Surgeon,  residing  in  the  Hospital  during  the 
entire  year.  The  applications  are  to  be  made  both  personally  and  in  writing 
to  the  Surgeon-in-Chief. 
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Referring  to  the  report  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  it  will  be 
seen  that  during  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1897,  ten 
thousand  four  hundred  and  nine  new  patients  have  been 
recorded  for  treatment.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  number 
is  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  less  than  in  the  preceding 
year,  which  is  owing  to  our  efforts  to  limit  the  number  of  ap- 
plicants to  the  needy  poor  and  the  strenuous  efforts  made  to 
exclude  all  unworthy  patients  from  receiving  the  benefits  of 
this  institution. 

The  need  of  increased  facilities  for  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
became  so  imperative  that  we  have  now  commenced  the  en- 
largement of  our  Hospital  buildings,  which,  when  completed, 
will  occupy  the  entire  front  on  Rexington  Avenue  between 
Forty-second  and  Forty-third  Streets.  This  will  entail  a large 
draft  upon  our  endowment  fund,  and  will  necessitate  increased 
liberality  upon  the  part  of  our  friends  to  make  up  the  loss  of 
income  and  also  to  pay  the  additional  cost  of  conducting  the 
Hospital.  We  therefore  make  an  appeal  to  our  friends,  feeling 
sure  that  a hearty  response  will  be  accorded  in  order  to  meet 
any  deficiency  in  income. 

In  behalf  of  the  interests  served  by  this  institution,  we 
wish  to  record  our  grateful  acknowledgments  to  friends  who 
have  contributed  to  its  needs  in  the  past.  We  have  received 
many  legacies  in  the  past  from  estates,  which  have  come  very 
opportunely ; blit  we  beg  to  suggest  the  necessity  for  a con- 
tinuation of  the  same  in  order  that  the  afflicted  poor  and 
particularly  the  children,  may  receive  the  benefits  which  our 
institution  affords.  Reference  is  made  to  the  report  in  full  as 
presented  by  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  which  gives  the  elaborate 
details  of  our  work.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON~IN~CHIEF 


TO  THE 

Board  or  Managers 

OF  THE  NEW  YORK  SOCIETY  FOR  THE 

RELIEF  of  the  RUPTURED  and  CRIPPLED 


Gentlemen  : I herewith  present  the  Thirty  - fourth 
Annual  Report,  and  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
statistics  in  tabular  form,  as  representing  the  work  done 
during  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1897. 

In  the  first  table  on  page  16,  you  will  find  that  10,409  new 
patients  applied  for  treatment  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Of  this  number  297  were  admitted  to  the  wards.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  remaining  in  Hospital 
159,  so  that  the  total  number  treated  was  458. 

Hast  winter,  during  a period  of  three  months,  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria  were  prevalent  in  the  Hospital,  the 
Board  of  Health  enforcing  a rigid  quarantine.  No  patients 
were  admitted  and  hence  the  number  treated  is  much  less  than 
during  the  years  1895  and  1896 — a falling  off  of  134. 

On  page  18  you  will  find  a table  recording  185  cases  of 
hip  disease,  52  of  spinal  disease,  41  of  knee  joint  disease — 
commonly  known  as  white  swelling — 33  cases  of  paralysis,  24 
of  club  foot,  etc.,  etc.  It  will  be  seen  that  our  work  is  con- 
fined almost  exclusively  to  the  common  diseases  and  deform- 
ities which  cripple  a child.  The  tables  on  pages  19  and  20 
give  the  different  ailments  treated  in  both  In-Patient  and 
Out-Patient  Departments  of  the  Hospital. 
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During  the  past  year  5,242  patients  have  been  treated  in 
the  Hernia  Department.  Of  this  number  55  were  operated 
upon  for  the  radical  cure  of  hernia  with  no  mortality,  and 
thus  far,  without  a single  recurrence  of  the  rupture.  Of  300 
patients  subjected  to  operation  for  radical  cure  since  1872,  all 
but  19  have  been  traced  and  found  with  the  following  results:

This  means  that  the  cure  has  been  radical — no  return  of 
the  rupture  and  no  occasion  for  the  use  of  a truss. 

There  have  been  but  three  deaths  in  the  entire  series  of 
cases,  and,  in  spite  of  the  unfavorable  conditions  in  the  way 
of  operative  facilities,  95  per  cent,  of  the  cases  healed  without 
suppuration  and  but  four  have  relapsed.  These  results  are  of 
the  highest  importance,  inasmuch  as  they  mark  a distinct 
advance  in  the  treatment  of  hernia  in  children,  and  stand 
unequalled.  The  hospital  was  the  first  to  advocate  extending 
the  operative  treatment  to  selected  cases  of  hernia  in  children, 
yet  at  present,  nearly  all  surgeons  concur  in  regarding  these 
cases  as  the  most  suitable  for  a permanent  cure. 


The  result  of  treatment  in  the  291  patients  discharged  from 
the  hospital  during  the  year  is  as  follows  :

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From  the  table  of  operations  on  pages  21  and  22  you  will 
see  that  357  were  subjected  to  surgical  procedures  for  the 
correction  of  deformity  or  for  the  removal  of  disease.  Of 
this  number  143  were  cured,  188  improved  and  26  unim- 
proved. There  was  no  mortality  during  the  year  from 
operations. 


THE  OUTINGS  FOR  THE  YEAR. 


Ten  boys  were  cared  for  six  months,  and  eighteen  girls 
one  month  at  Woody  Crest,  Tarry town-on-Hudson.  I desire 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  pronounced  gain  in  health,  to  the 
excellent  moral  tone  imparted  to  the  children  and  to  the 
industrial  features  in  the  management  of  this  Institution. 


At  another  excellent  home,  known  as  the  Robin’s  Nest, 
Tarrytown,  five  boys  and  eleven  girls  were  entertained  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks.  Their  improvement  as  noted  on  return 
was  most  pronounced. 

Ninety-eight  children  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  the  Chil- 
dren’s Aid  Society,  in  the  Haxtom  Cottage,  Bath  Beach,  for  a 
week  at  a time. 

Through  the  kindness  of  a lady,  118  children  had  a ride  to 
Riverside  Park  and  returned  through  Central  Park  on  Sep- 
tember 15  th. 
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A friend  of  the  hospital  sent  one  little  girl  to  St.  Christina’s 
Home,  Saratoga,  where  she  remained  from  July  6th  to 
September  ist. 


One  of  yonr  number  kindly  contributed  an  amount  of 
money  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  give  those  children  who 
remained  in  the  hospital  12  rides  to  Central  Park  during  the 
summer. 


We  expect,  next  summer  to  have  12  children  at  the  Bobo- 
links, at  Sharon,  Conn.  This  model  little  hospital  admits 
just  the  class  of  patients  so  sadly  in  need  of  out-of-door  life. 


In  view  of  the  well  appointed  and  handsome  structure  you 
are  erecting  for  the  care  of  the  children  who  have  been  so 
crowded  in  our  present  quarters,  I hesitate  to  make  an  appeal 
at  this  time  for  a country  annex,  but  I sincerely  hope  that 
some  of  our  generous  patrons  will  come  to  the  rescue  and 
provide  a hospital  in  the  country  under  your  own  management. 


In  the  new  buildings,  we  shall  be  able  to  protect  ourselves 
against  infectious  diseases — to  separate  the  tuberculous  cases 
from  non-tuberculous,  to  provide  efficient  quarters  for  scientfic 
study  of  these  chronic  ailments  for  so  many  years  neglected. 
Above  all,  we  shall  have  a well-lighted  out-patient  department, 
and  a model  work-shop  for  the  most  perfect  and  efficient 
forms  of  apparatus,  constructed  too  without  the  delays  which 
have  been  so  annoying.  Cramped,  however,  as  we  have  been 
during  the  year,  it  will  be  of  interest  to  you  to  note  that  there 
were  528  braces  repaired  for  the  Out-Patients  and  about  300 
for  the  In-Patients.  Many  of  our  cases  require  plaster-of-Paris 
splints  and  800  patients  were  fitted  with  plaster-of-Paris 
corsets,  jackets  or  hip  supports.

CLOTHING  FUND. 

A few  years  ago,  Mr.  Jacob  H.  Scliiff  contributed  a sum  of  money — 
$250.1)0— as  a nucleus  for  a Clothing  Fund.  The  money  contributed  for 
this  purpose  is  used  for  the  benefit  of  destitute  children.  Many  parents 
are  either  so  poor  or  so  improvident  that  they  literally  abandon  their  chil- 
dren. They  feel  that  the  hospital  should  lodge,  treat  and  provide  with 
all  the  clothing  that  is  necessary.  They  even  decline  to  attend  to  the 
washing.  This  number,  unfortunately,  is  increasing  year  by  year.  It  is 
also  felt  by  the  Board  that  all  children  should  be  clothed,  on  entering,  in 
garments  the  property  of  the  Hospital.  This  will  be  the  rule  when  the 
laundry  can  be  enlarged. 

It  shall  be  our  effort  during  the  coming  year  to  clothe  all  the  children 
during  their  stay  in  Hospital.  By  so  doing  we  shall  eliminate  a very  im- 
portant factor  in  contagion,  and  shall  avoid  many  exposures  to  cold  which 
heretofore  have  been  unavoidable  by  reason  of  scanty  clothing.  We  trust, 
therefore,  that  our  friends  will  assist  us  in  this  matter  and  make  the 
Clothing  Fund  the  most  important  in  the  list. 

It  is  our  intention  when  the  new  hospital  is  completed,  to  provide 
clothing  for  all  children,  and  the  Clothing  Fund  will  then  be  used  as  it 
was  intended,  to  provide  destitute  children  not  only  with  clothing  while  in 
the  hospital,  but  after  they  return  to  their  homes.

INCORPORATION. 


CERTIFICATE  OF  INTENTION  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  YORK 
SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED. 


The  undersigned  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age,  and 
citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the 
benevolent  and  charitable  object  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  be- 
come a body  corporate  and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business 
of  the  Society  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  “Act  for  Incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific, 
and  Missionary  Societies,”  passed  April  12,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts  supple- 
mentary to  an  amendatory  of  the  same,  do  for  these  purposes  hereby  certify: 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  institution  shall  be  known  in 
law  is,  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

II.  That  the  particular  business  and  object  of  such  a Society  shall  be  to 
supply  skillfully  constructed  surgico-mechanical  appliances  and  the  treat- 
ment of  in-  and  out-door  patients  requiring  trusses  and  spring  supports  ; 
also  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and  other  suitable  apparatus  for  the  relief 
and  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to 
make  these  benefits  available  to  the  poorest  in  the  community. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  one  Treasurer,  one  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary. one  Recording  Secretary,  and  twelve  members  to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following-named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz  : Robert  B.  Minturn,  John  C.  Green, 
Stewart  Brown,  A.  R Wethore.  William  A.  Booth,  Robert  M.  Hart 
ley  .Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John 
David  Wolfe,  Enoch  L Fancher,  James  Knight,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
John  W.  Quincy,  Thomas  Denny,  Luther  R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Tal- 
bot, J.  F.  Sheafe,  Henry  S.  Terbell,  Nathan  Bishop. 

V.  That  the  amount  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by  the 
Society  shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  within  the 
limitations  of  the  law.

CHAPTER  638— AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 

Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate.  Passed  April  23,  1867. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise' or  otherwise, 
and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  personal 
property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  any  such  devise  shall  be  subject 
to  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  528— AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven,-,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty -seven,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal 
Estate .’  ’ Passed  June  2,  1886;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,’  ” is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

§ 1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey  for  the  purpose  of  this  corporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  such  bequest 
and  devise  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills  ; and 
provided  further  that  no  salary,  fees,  or  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  or 
received  by  any  Trustee  or  Officer  of  said  Society  out  of  any  funds  or 
property  of  the  Society. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION  AND 
BY-LAWS. 


As  Revised  February  18,  1864  ; Amended  June  9,  1868,  October  9,  1869,  and 

April  25,  1876. 


Objects  of  the  Society. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  apply  skilfully  constructed  surgico- 
mechanical  appliances,  for  the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients,  and 
those  requiring  trusses,  spring  supports,  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and 
apparatus  for  the  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  on  such  con- 
ditions as  will  make  their  benefits  available,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  the 
poorest  in  the  city  free  of  charge. 
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Contributors  to  the  Support  of  the  Institution. 

Each  annual  contributor  of  five  dollars  and  upward  shall  be  entitled  to 
recommend  out  door  patients. 

Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall  have 
for  life  the  privilege  of  an  annual  contributor. 

Each  contributor  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall 
be  denominated  a Patron  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  foregoing  contributors. 


Free  Beds. 

1.  A donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during 
life,  to  place  a child  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment ; and  when  such  child 
is  removed  to  place  another  in  its  stead. 

2.  A donation  or  bequest  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  giver 
(as  soon  as  the  money  is  received)  to  the  above  rights  in  perpetuity  ; the 
rights  to  be  transmitted  in  writing  or  by  will,  otherwise  to  cease. 

3.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  entitles  the  contributor  to  the 
treatment  of  an  indigent  patient  in  the  Hospital  for  one  year,  or  of  such  a 
patient  for  every  hundred  dollars  paid  to  the  institution. 

Rules  Governing  Patients. 

1.  The  office  hours  for  the  treatment  of  non-resident  patients  shall  be 
from  1 to  4 o’clock  p.  M. , daily,  Sundays  and  public  holidays  excepted. 

2.  Non-resident  patients  neglecting  to  present  themselves  at  the 
Hospital  for  inspection,  as  directed  by  the  Surgeon-in-Cliief  or  his  Assist- 
ants, may  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  further  free  treatment  at  the 
Hospital. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a resident  patient  whose  case  does  not 
require  the  particular  benefits  of  this  Hospital ; nor  shall  any  who  have 
the  small-pox  or  measles,  or  any  malignant  or  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  be  received  into  any  ward  with  other  patients.  In  all  cases,  be- 
fore reception  of  a patient,  careful  examination  shall  be  made  to  determine 
whether  the  symptoms  are  capable  of  being  relieved  by  Hospital  treatment. 

4.  Persons  are  to  be  received  as  gratuitous  or  pav-patients,  upon  such 
conditions  and  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
who  shall  determine  the  same,  as  far  as  may  be  expedient,  by  general 
rules. 

5.  No  officer  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  accept  any  gift  from  a 
patient,  except  by  consent  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

6.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of 
the  Hospital,  or  shall  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  such  patient  may  be 
immediately  discharged  by  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  who  shall  forthwith  re- 
port such  discharge,  and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

7.  Resident  patients  seized  by  a contagious,  infectious,  or  malignant 
disease,  must,  upon  notice  given  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the  patient,  be 
forthwith  removed  by  them  from  the  Hospital,  within  the  time  specified 
in  said  notice  ; and  upon  failure  on  their  part  to  remove  such  patient,  the 
Surgeon-in-Chief  may  remove  such  patient  to  such  place  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law. 

8.  No  resident  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  premises  without  the 
permission  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief ; nor  shall  a resident  patient  be  re- 
moved or  discharged  therefrom  without  a written  permit  or  discharge 
from  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  or  his  Assistant. 

9.  No  article  of  any  description  belonging  to  a patient  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Hospital  without  permission  of  the  Warden  ; and  all  articles 
brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  patients,  as  donations,  or  otherwise, 
must  be  given  in  the  first  place  to  the  Warden  for  examination  and  record.
